The HERRINGS w#ſually raken by Five 
handred Buſſes will yearly allord 11s Mas 
Jefly for Cuſtom outward, and on Commo- 
dities returid for them, about Sixty thous 
ſand Pound : And the Frodace ot tuoh 
Frerrings (taken without the. Expence'of any. 
Foreign Commodities ) beg, added to'that 
of the. uſual exported Produfts and: Manas 
falures of theſe Kingdems,, wilt Tearly 
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much: exceed the Amount of all our An- 
nual »eceſary Imports, and cauſe ſuch. an 
overballance of Trade, as will turn the Scale 
|. 1n our Favour, op the Export of our Mo- 
.  meys, and oblige our foreign Chapmen to | 
ſend ws BULLION, to make good the 
Difference. 

The Want of Seamen enough (iz :ime | 
of War) at once: to Man our Navy, and | 
Navigate our Merchantmen and Collzers, is 
detrimental to Erg/and, more than the 
Charge of the War. Now, the Men of 
War and Merchantmen require many Sea- 
men, and breed few. The Collzer indeed 
brings up ſeveral Apprentices, but gene- 
rally ſpends near as many as he makes. The 
great Nurſery of Seamen is the Fiſhery, 
where each Buſs brings up (it may be) fix, | 
eight, or ten NEW MEN every Tear. 
Nor is their Yalze inferiour to their Num- | 
bers; many. brave Officers have been 
traind up in thar School ; and the Fiſher- 
2ens Buſineſs lyinz where our Danger lies, 
makes them know how the Sands ſhift, 
and. where the Rocks and Shelves are, and 
conſequently, moit 44/e Coaſters and Ad- 
mirable Pilots. |

Creeks and commodious places are not 
wanting to lodge our Buſles ſafe when nor 
employ 'd, ſo as to prevent Wear of Cables, 
Charge of Watchino, Danzer of Fire, &c. 
and /everal of the ſaid Subſcribers having 
been concern'd in the Datch Fi{bery, will . 
be able to manage 94rs with: all poſſible 
Foreſight, Frugality, and Good Fusbanary, 
and frame ſuch a Body of Iniiructions, as 
may be ſuficient to give Light ro each 
other Particalar, that may rationally be 
ſappos'd to be of moment for the Safety and 
better managing the Fiſhitus Trade.
